A GENERAL GALE. 


Serious Disasters on the Lakes by 
Storms of Wind and Snow—Wreck- 
ing of a Number of Towing Fleets 
Near Sand Beach and the Scuttling of 
a Valuable Schooner at Cleveland— 
Other Casualties. 

PorRT Huron, MICH., November 20.— 
News from Sand Beach reports serious acci- 
dentsat the harbor. Thesteam barge J. R. 
Whiting, with the schooners Bahamia and 
Emma C. Hutchinson, in trying to make the 
barbor, struck the lower reef and went 
ashore. The Whiting worked over the reef, 
and sunk in twenty feet of water. 

The schooners North Cape and W. B. 
Ogden did heavy damage to each other. The 
Ogden dragged into the North Cape and took 
her bowsprit, jibboem rail and stancheon on 
the starboard side. The Ogden damaged her 
rail, and her bulwarks, mainmast head, and 
main mizzen topmast are gone. She shipped 
both anchors and arrived here this morning. 

Theschooner Col. Hathaway has arrived. 
She slipped one anchor. She reports the lum- 
ber barges of the propeller Salia’s tow ashore 
on the reef, with the Whiting. Bahamia and 
Hutchinson, and in a bad position. 

The schooner Yankee Blade left both 
chors and chains at Sand Beach. 

The schooner Maumee Valley and one other 
schooner, name unknown, came together and 
some damage was done to the Valley. Her 
main rigging and davits were carried away. 

The wind was southwest till 5 p. m., when 
it shifted north fresh with snow. There were 
about thirty sail vessels off the point. Many 
of them tried to make the harbor, 
all about the same time, when they all became 

tangled and dragged into one another. Full 
reports have not yet been received. 

The schooner Libbie Nau lost her jibboom 
and bowsprit at the Harbor. 

The tow barges Dolphin and Mary Birck- 
head, of the propeller Cleveland’s tow, went 
ashore just outside the-river on the Canadian 
side, last nignt. The tug Mocking Bird pulled 
the Birckhead off at 10 a. m. to-day. The Dol- 
phin is still on.

Before the other $5,000 beeame due, the 
suits were agreed to be compromised and set- 
tled, the tripartite agreement of February. 
1873. was made and executed by the city of 
St. Louis and the Gaslight Company, by 
which the city agreed to dismiss the suit No. 
16,419, and the Gas Company agreed to dis- 
miss, and did dismiss, its suits against the 
city. More than a year after this settlement 
and adjustment of all controversies between 
the Gas Company and the city, my partner, 
Mr. Sharp, made out an account against the 
city, the original of which I have in his own 
wr team as follows:

Neither of us had anything to do with the 
matter forthe city afterwards, nor was either 
of us considered as attorney for the city iu 
those matters, nor were we so. If Mr. Brown 
thinks so he is mistaken, as the settlement 
shows. Whenthe suit was revived in 1875, 
neither of us was spoken to by the city author- 
ities on the subject, nor was there any claim 
for services under our contract—it had been 
canceled and settled—and in the late 
have only been defending our work—l should 
rather say the work of mypartner—in advising 
and drawing up the contract of 1875. The 
services rendered by” him during the year, 
both in court and out of court, were arduous. 

In 1875, about ayear after this settlement, 
the suit No. 16,419 was entirely changed in 
its character. An amendment was made set- 
ting forth the tripartite contract of 1875, and 
asking that it be rescinded. The gas compa- 
ny relied upon it as a defense, and that is the 
svit which has lately been decided by the 
Supreme Court. In name and number only 
wus it the same—in the main issue in contro- 
versy cutirely different.

As vearing on this interesting question, will 
you permit me to relate an anecdote, for the 
truth of which I cannot vouch, but which was 
told me by a most reputable member of the 
St. Louis bar, who had been at Jefferson City 
upon legal business. A case had just been 
decided by the Supreme Court on appeal from 
the Court of Appeals. One of the judges of 
the present Supreme Court (and one who sat 
in the gas case). meeting this St. Louis law- 
yer in the street, said io him. Well. you 
see we have reversed your lit‘le old court 
again!’’ Comment is unnecessary. This oc- 
curred many months ago. 

As further bearing on the matter, it is a fact 
that while the Judges of the Supreme Court 
live in a small country town where there is 
no stationary bar, they receive less salary 
than the Judges of the Court of Appeals, 
getting, indeed, only 4,500 a vear payable in 
State scrip.

The Water Meter— Reasons Why it 

Should Not be Introduced. 
Sr. Louts, Nov. 19, 1879. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

I notice by the morning papers that the 
water meter is about to be adopted in St. 
Louis. I have no desire to enter into a con- 
troversy with the august gentlemen who com- 
pose the Board of Public. Improvements, and 
from whose versatile brains the water meter 
scheme originated, nor will I ask Col. Flad 
what percentage he and his brothers of the 
Board receive on each meter used. To do this 
would be naughty and not becoming an Amer- 
jean citizen. I Will preceed without rais- 
ing any points that might be too pointed. The 
ordinance providing for meters has been in- 
troduced, so say the B. of P. I., as an economic 
measure. Suppose I wish to take a bath after 
a day roughing it throwgh St. Louis dust. Will 
I be satisfled with a few quarts of water? 
Can I remove the real estate—wash it off 
as effectually with a few quarts as with a few 
gailons. Can I clean my back yard witha 
barrel or two of water as well as if I used twen- 
ty. We all know that a free use of water in 
closets. in and around residences, especially 
tenements, where from necessity live the poor 
of our city, is the best Board of Health that 
can be established. In many of the European 
cities the water from the reservoirs is allowed 
to run So many hours per day through the 
gutters of the streets, washing off all foul re- 
fuse and carrying it into the great sewers. 
Why is this done? Simply as a sanitary 
measure. If our reservoir is too small let us 
builda new and larger one. If we have no 
power to do so under the present scheme and 
charter, let it be so amended by the Municipal 
Assembly as to give us the power. Let us not 
attempt the meter business under any consid- 
eration. If we do, it will cost many a life, 
may be the means of bringing on au epidemic 
in summer. I have faith enough in the gen- 
tlemen composing the Municipal Assembly to 
table the ordimance. For the sake of humani- 
ty I hope this will be done. Respectfully,

Author.

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Light on His Books and 
Life. 


What He Wrote Home from 
America. 


[From the New York Tribune.] 

In the second letter of the collection he says 
Chapman & Hall have offered him fourteen 
pounds a month to writ and edit a new publi- 
cation they contemplate—a work which will be 
“no joke’’; but he finds the emolument ‘‘too 
tempting to resist. This was in 1834. A 
year later the no joke’’ had blossomed out 
into the ‘‘Pickwick Papers. One Sunday 
evening, in 1835, he writes to Miss Hogarth, 
who was soon to become his wife: 


„have at this moment got Pickwick and his 
friends on the Rochester coach, and they are 
going on swimmingly, in company witha 
very different character from any I have yet 
described, who I flatter myself will make a 
decided hit. Il want to get them from the ball 
to the inn before I go to bed, and I think that 
will take me until I or 2 o’clock atthe earliest. 
The publishers will be here in the morning, so 
you will readily suppose I have no alternative 
but to stick at my desk.,, 

„Nicholas Nickleby’’ comes next into view. 
A bov who had read the early parts of it as 
they appeared in monthly order, begged him 
te finish the story as torewards and punish- 
ments in a certain way. Dickens, in reply, 
addressed him as Respected Sir,’’ and said 
he bad *‘given Squeers one cut on the neck 
and two on the head, at which he appeared 
much surprised, and began to cry, which, be- 


ing a cowardly thing, is just what I should 
have expected from bim—wouldn’t 
you?’’ Fanny Squeers, he Savs,

sitting astride on casks, drinking out of the 
best. punch-bowls, eating the great 
cheese, sinoking sacred pipes, ete. 
etc.: John Willet, fallen backward in his 
chair, regardingtbem with a stupid horror, 
and quite alone among them. with none of The 
Maypole customers at his back. Dickens 
afterward said to Cattermole, John Willet’s 
bar is noble.’’ Asfor **Dombey and Son,” 
he writes in 1846 that it is doing wonders.’’ 
It went up, after the publication of the second 
number, over 30,000. This was such a very 
large sale, so early inthe story, that he be- 
gan to think that it would beat al! the rest. 
No one of Dickens’ works is so often spoken 
of by him as Copperfield,“ and there are 
abundant evidences that he was fondest of 
that. In 1849, with the first page of the tenth 
number before him, he writes: ‘‘I have been 
turning it over in my mind for some time, and 
hope, in the history of Little Em’ly (who must 


fali—there 1s no hope for her), to put it before | 


the thoughts of people in a new and pathetic 
way. and perhaps to do some,good.’’ He 
adds that, the story is a great success“ 
better liked than any of his other books. At 
a later date he admits that he is very much in- 
terested in it and pleased with it. He had 
carefully planned out the story for 
time past,’’ to the end, and is making out his 
purposes *“‘with great care.’’ 

Again he is not quite sure if he ‘‘ever did 
like or ever shall like anything quite so well 
as Copperfield.“ Still he foresees, he 
thinks, some very good things in *‘Bleak 
House,’’ which he hadthenin hand. After 
the latter story came out, he said, it had “‘tak- 
en extraordinarily,’’ and had ‘‘retained its 
immense circulation from the first, beating 
dear old‘Copperfield’ by a round ten thousand 
or more.“ He never had sotmany readers 
before. Several years later, when 
be was trving to get out 
of Copperfield“ some chapter suitable for a 
reading, he did not mind confiding to a friend 
that he could never take up the book with 
perfect composure (it had such perfect pos- 
session of me when I wrote it), and that I no 
sooner try to get it into this form. than I be- 
gin to read it all, and to feel that I cannot dis- 
turb it.“ But he found a way out of thé 
dilemma at last. s everybody knows. 


When on a reading tour in the North, 
he writes from Neweastle: ‘*To-mor- 
row (knowing by this time what 


can, of a certainty, be done with ‘Copperfield’) 
I had, of course, given out ‘Copperfield’ to 
be read again. Conceive may amazement and 
dismay ben I find the printer to have an- 
nounced ‘Little Dombey:!!’ This, I declare, 
I had no more intention of reading than I nad 
of reading an account of the solar system.“ 
A note by the editors says the ‘‘Child’s His- 
tory of England’’ was written by dictation, 
and was the only book so written. 

There are several points about The Tale 
of ‘lwo Cities.“ While at work on it he says 
he read no books but such as had the air 
of the time in them. Ina letter to M. Reg- 
nier, inelosing proof sheets of the story, he asks 
him to read it for two reasons. First, be- 
cause I ** it is the best story I have written. 
Secondly, because it treats ofa very remark- 
able time in France; and I should very much 
like to know what you think 
of its being dramatized for a French thea- 
ter.“ The story was an extraordinary suc- 
cess in London, he said, and he thought the 
end of it was certain to make a still greater 
sensation. To Bulwer,who had criticised the 
intervention of accident in the case of Madame 
Defarge’s death, he replied that he had uscd 
the balf-comie intervention of Miss Pross in 
order to 2 the mean death of Madame 
Defarge to the dignity of Carton’s wrong or 
right. This, he adds, was the design, and 
seemed to be inthe fitness of things.” In 
1864 Dickens writes to Marcus Stone about 
some designs he wishes made for Our Mu- 
tual Friend.’’ His words are these: 

Note, thatthe dustman’s face sheuld be 
droll, and not horrible. Twemlow’s elbow 
will still go out of the frame as it does now, 
and the same with Lizzie’s skirts on the oppo- 
site side.

HIS FRIENDS. 

Many indications are given of the wide 
range of Dickens’ friendships and of the 
warmth of his affections. Honor, love, and 
troops of friends came to him in early life. 
Macready’s name is often met, and Dickens’ 
love for him appears to have been of the 
deepest. The first letter is dated 1837, and is 
addressed rather formally. My dear Sir.’’ 
It is an invitation to adinner which he gave 
to celebrate the conclusion of the ‘* Pickwick 
Papers.“ He incloses one of the first copies 
ofthe work. Talfourd, Forster, Ainsworth, 
and the publishers were to be present. Seven 
years later he writes again to Macready, who 
isabout to return home from his trip to 
America: 

Please Heaven, I will be at Liverpool when 
you come steaming upthe Mersey, with that 
red funnel smoking out unutterable things, 
and your beart much fuller than your trunk, 
though somewhat lighter! If I be not the 
first Englishman to shake hands with you on 
English ground,the man who gets before me 
will be a brisk and active fellow, and even 
then need put his best | foremost. So I 
warn Forster to keep in the rear, or he'll be 
blown. * Kate sends her tender love; 
50 does Georgy, so does Charley, so does

This is not the repub- 
lic I came to see; this is not the republic of 
my imagination. I infinitely prefer a liberal 
monarchy—even with its sickening accom- 
paniments of court circles—to such a govern- 
ment as this. The more 1 think of its youth 
and strength, the poorer and more trifling in 
a thousand aspects it appears in my eyes. In 
everything of which it has made a boast—ex- 
cepting its education of the people and its 
eare for poor children—it sinks immeasurably 
below the level I had placed it upon; and 
England, even England, bad and fauity as the 
old land is, and miserable as millions of her 
people are, rises in the comparison. 

**You live here, Macready, as I have some- 
times heard you imagining! You! Loving 
you with all my heart and soul, and knowing 
what your disposition really is, I would not 
condemn you to a year’s residence on this side 
of the Atlantic for any money. Freedom of 
opinion! Whereis it! I see a press more 
mean and paltry, and siliy, and disgraceful 
than any country leverknew. * * Free- 
dom of opinion! Macready, if I had been 


born here and had written — 4 books in this 
country, producing them with no stamp of ap- 
my solemn 


22 from any other land. it is 
belief that I should have lived and died poor, 
unnoticed, and a ‘black sheep’ to boot. I 
never was more convinced of anything than I 
am of that. , 

Alongside these passages occur others which 
relate to the hospitality extended him.

J can give you no conceptiorfof my welcome 
here. ‘There never wasa King or Emperor 
upon the earth so cheered and followed by 
crowds, and entertained in public at splendid 
balls and dinners, and waited on by public 
bodies and deputations of all kinds. I have 
had one from the far West—a journey of 2,- 
000 miles! If I go out in a carriage, the crowd 
surround it and escort me home; if I goto 
the theater the whole house (crowded to the 
door) rises as one man, and the timbers ring 
again. You cannet imagine what it is. I have five 
great public dinners on hand at this moment, 
and invitations from every town and village 
and city in the States. Thereis a great deal 
afloat here in the way of subjects for descrip- 
tion. I keep my eyes open pretty wide, and 
hope to have done so to some purpose by the 
time lcome home. * * In every town 
where we stay, though it be only fora day, 
we bold a regular levee or drawing-room, 
where 1 shake hands on an average with five 
or six hundred people, who pass on from me 
to Kate, and are shaken again by her. Think 
of two bours of this every day, and the peo- 
ple coming in by hundreds, all fresh, and pip- 
ing hot, and full of questions, when We are 
literally exhausted and can hardly stand.

What 
with their swagger and bombast, what with 
their claims for indemnification, what with 
Ireland and Feniinism, and what with Cina- 
da, I have strong apprehensions. Withh set-

The second visit to this country was made 
in 1867.

ing. The character of Lucia is peculiar as 
offering better opportunities for the prima 
donna than almost any other in the 
entire repertory. The finest passages 
are, with hardly an exception, 
rendered without the chorus.

I called on Postmaster-General Key the 
other evening and found him engaged in a hot 
game of cards with —himself. Ile is probably 
one of the most inveterate soltaire players in 
the country. Well, didn’t Napoleon play 
soltaire? Key says he likes the game, first, 
because he likes to play with a sensible man, 
and second, because he likes a skillful man 
for an opponent. After leaving ihe Judge I 
met in the Ebbitt House rotunda a Cabinet 
sharp (that is, one who knows ali about Cabi- 
net officers), and I asked him how the several 
gentlemen pass their evenings. ‘ Well,“ 
said he, ‘‘you have already seen how Key 
passes a weary hour. You will find him that 
way every evening, unless he is out spending 
the evening. He|never misses an invitation 
to dinner, and he is very sociable.

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A Man Who has Paid Out $60,000,000. 
[From the Virginia ‘ity Chronicle. 

For the past week or more Secretary Taylor 
of the Bonanza mines has been so sick that he 
has been confined to his room. Hence when 
pay day came (which was yesterday) he was 
so behind with his work that he was compelled 
to defer paying until to-day. This surprised 
the employes, and gave rise to rumors that 
the Bonanza firm was about to suspend pay- 
ment altogether. 

This morning, however, when the $20,009 
trays were placed on the table, and Mr. Taylor 
was seen at his post as usual, all fear was re- 
moved. 

Mr. Taylor says that he has been paying off 
now for about six years, during which time 
he has disbursed over $ 60,000,000, and yes- 
terday was the first time he was ever a minute 
behind band. He has handled so much money 
that he can tell by the weight of a pile of 
twenties, without looking at them at all, ho v 
much there is in the lot. In paying off he has 
the gold counted into $100 and $140 piles, and 
the silver into A. $6 and $10 piles, so that he 
can pass it out as fast as the men can come up 
to the paying counter. So sensitive is he to 
the weight of a pile of coin that sometimes, if 
a $10 stack of half dollars coftains a few that 
are new, and consequently atrifle heavier than 
the rest, he will stop and count them over to 
see if there isn't some mistake. 


A Hunter’s Terrible Journey.

He was three 
miles from home at the time of the accident. 
in the wilderness, with no person near to call 
to his aid. The wound was bleeding, but he 
bound it up rudely. and dragged himself the 
entire distance to his home. Ile arrived there 
in an exhausted condition. Had the distance 
been much greater he must certainly have 
perished in the wilderness from fatigue and 
the loss of blood. With good treatment he 
will be able to take the trail again in a month 
o@ six weeks. 


SCIENTIFIC GOSSIP. 

Piazzi Smyth suggests the construction of 
an imperial observatory on the heights of 
Cyprus, where the sky is clear and the climate 
mild. 

Potassium salts have been used for some 
time in Austria as a mauure, and have yielded, 
so far, better results than any other artificial 
manures, 

Near Sebastopol the pedestal of a bronze 
statue has been dug up. It is covered with 
Hellenic inscriptions belonging to the second 
century before the Christian era. 

The ammoniacal Fehling solution, for es- 
timating glucose, is made by mixing 120 cubic 
centimetres of the ordinary Fehling solution 
with 300 Cc. c. of ammonia, having the specific 
gravity of 0.88, and diluting to 1,000 c. e. 
Pavy says 100 Cc. c. of this liquid is capable of 
oxidizing 0.05 ofa gramme of glucose. 


Prof. Edwin Klebs, having aspirated the 
air of malariai districts through suitable ap- 
paratus, obtained organisms of about 0.95 
micromillimetres in maximum diameter, capa- 
ble of producing malarial fever on inoculation. 
He named them Bacillus Malarix. As they 
are developed in presence of free oxygen, they 
belong to the “robii of Pasteur. 

Among the articles exhibited at the Ger- 
eral Congress of German Apothecaries, held 
at Hanover on September 4, were a speeimen 
of genuine Oriental bezoar, a goblet of me-

Seed oils 
conduct better than olive oil, and all oils con- 
duct better when impure or adulterated, 
Linseed and cotton seed oils are among the 
best conductors. Butthe oils of pine seeds 
and bazel puts are as feeble conductors as the 
best olive oil. Fortunately, these two oils 
are too rare and costly to be used to sophisti- 
cate olive oil. 


The weighting of silk is ruinous to the silk- 
crowing departments of France. Their high- 


class products are no longer in demand, as | 


inferior and cheaper foreign silks serve equa'- 
ly well for loaded tissues. Hence, these dis- 
tricts, already suffering from the phylloxera 
and from the loss of the madder trade, are in 
the utmest distress. Marius Moyret proposes 
that in the sale of silks, as in that of gold and 
silver, the proportions of the real article and 
of the weighting matters should be exactly 
specified, and that a central office for the

The Kichest Man in Italy. 
[From the Paris Globe.) 

Count Telfencr is reputed to be the richest 
man in Italy. lle purchased one of King 
Victor Emanuel’s estates in that country, and 
he also bought the late King’s Palace at Mac- 
cao, and the Royal Villa outside Porta S lara. 
The purchase of the Maceao palace was effect- 
ed before, and that of the Royal Villa on the 
Via Salara after the death of Victor Kmanu- 
el. On occasion of the purehase of the 
Maccao palace Signor Telfener was created a 
Count. 

Last year Count Telfener married for hi 
second wife Ada, the sister-in-law of Mr. 
Mackey, the millionaire, who now resides in 
Paris. Part ofthe wedding festivities con- 
sisted in the exhibition of races between Count 


Telfever's horses on a course laid out in the 
Royal Villa, which was thrown open for the 
day to the pubtic, and was —— by 
visits from King Humbert and the notables 
of Rome. The title of the Royal Villa was 
—e compliment t@the bride, to “Villa 
A A. 

Hionors and riches seemed to pour in upon 
Count Telfener, and he was elected to repre- 
sent Foligno in the Chamber of Deputies; but 
he never took his seat, as technical objections 
to his return were raised onthe ground that 
us an Austrian subject by birth he was inel- 
igible to represent an Italian constituency. 
These objections might, of cc urse, have been 
overcome by letters of naturalization. The 
newspapers, however, announce that Count 
Telfener bas resigned bis seat for Foligno,and 
intends to fix his residence in Paris, where he 
will open a bank. | 

By this transfer of domicile Rome loses a 
million aire, and it may be expected that the 
estates and palaces purchased from the royal 
family will be offered forsale. The Telfener 
palace at Maceao is fufnished.with regal 
sumptuosity. The Villa Ada possesses very 
extensive grounds, commanding ~ most mag- 
nificent views. The palace, erected by Vic- 
tor Emanuel, is not finished in the interior, 
but requires some thousands to render it hab- 
itable. Rumor said that these: properties, on 
which the late King expended millions, were 
sold to Telfener fora comparatively trifling 
sum.

A Man Who Fought with Napoleon. 
[Special Dispatch to the World.) 

BALTIMORE, Mp., November 17.—Col. 
John Frederick von Werder died in this city 
last night at the Aged Men's Home. He was 
ninety-nine years and ten months old. Von 
Werder was one of the Old Guard and was 
with the First Napoleon in his retreat from 
Moscow. He witnessed his wedding with 
Maria Louisa, entered Paris with the allied 
armies in 1814, served under Blucher at Wa- 
terloo, assisted in organizing the Greek in- 
surrection in 1820, and fought against Abd- 
e!-Kader on the plains of Algeria. Col. von 
Werder was born in Prussia ev January 1, 
1780. In 17% he joined the Prussian army 
and at the battle of Jena was made prisoner 
by the French, afterwards joining that ser- 
vice. In is67 and s he fought in Spain,ant 
inthe latter year married tne Aanehter of a 
Spanish grandee. He took part in the battles 
of Aspern, Elchingen and Wagram, and was 
made aide-de-camp’ to General Murat. In 
the spring of 1812 he was appointed side-de- 
camp to Marshal Ney, and marched to Rus- 
sia, entering Moscow with Napoleon. At 
Beresina he was twice wounded, and after 
his recovery again joined the Prussian army. 
Between the years 1816 and 1827 he lived Tn 


Greece and Turkey, and from 1827 to 188% 


served with distinction in Africa. In 1849 he 
came to this country with his wife and child- 
ren and invested bis money in a nursery in 
Vireinia. In 1852 his property was destroyed 
by a flood. Three of his sons died in the late 
war, his wife and daughter died in 1864, and 
last summer the veteran was compelled to 
seek the shelter of the Aged Men's Home. 
For five years he has been nearly blind.

Now we have, first, the population of the 
city with its natural feeling of right and the 
consciousness of the necessity of removing 
that monopoly business, which was injurious 
to the common weal. 

In the second place we have the City Coun- 
selor, who, on account of his great legal abil- 
ity, was called to that important and lucrative 
position. 

Thirdly, we have inthe first instance the 
decision of the Circuit Court, which, compos- 
ed ef competent jurists, had its own correct 
judgment, and which also could serutinize 
and balance the legal arguments of the city’s 
attorneys and those of the Gas Company’s at- 
torneys, Who certainly were not badly se- 
lected. 

Fourthly comes the decision of the Court of 
Appeals, which, consisting of higher judicial 
authorities, had a competent judgment in the 
case, but u nich also had the arguments of all 
the preceding judicial authorities before 
them. 

Finally the cireumstance must be consider- 
ed tbat even the Gas Company did not con- 
sider its side as free from doubt, or that, re- 
lying thereon, it was ready to refuse any idea 
oi an equable compromise. On the contrary a 
compromise was offered which plainly showed 


that on their side 4 tolerable 
doubt with respect to the legal 


correetness of their position existed.

exist in the courts: in other words, that the 
courts can not enforce such an obligation in a 
suit for specific performance, and that the 
remedy of the city inthis case was by man- 
damus ia 1800 or I870 to compel the Gaslight 
Company to appoint arbitrators.
